The body 
of a deceased person was brought to 
Uie margin oi the nearest uncred lata, 
when a number of judges had aa- 
sombled to hear any evil accusations 
which might be brought against yio 
us==53u. On sufficient proof that any 
such accusations were just; bnrijii and 
transport across the sacred lake were 
forbidden. Even kings had to go 
through this ordeal, and there are sev- 
eral instsEcc-s oit record where a 
public- funeral was denied them. The 
refusal of honorabls burial • -svas not 
only a great disgrace hut the fore- 
shadowing of a terrible fate in Hade?. 
The divine right of kings was, how- 
ever, so deeply ingrained that, pro- 
vided a sovereign's aet; wire not 
flagrantly bad, they were looked ape™.

At the eonelusion of 
hiB Government service, which oc- 
curs nest vear, he has placed himself 
si the diEpossl of iha General, to 
sssiss is - one or other of our great 
colonization enterprises." 
Ripe for Salvation. 

"How ripe these people are for sal- 
vation may be judged' by the eager- 
ness with which the? rushed to the 
p3iiit?nt-form when the invitation 
was given at our serviees. On one 
occasion one huiidit'd and one come 
forward lo be prayed with, and on. 
aholhef one hundred and five. At 
the conclusion of one Of our services 



we received a letter from one who 
had bean present, eayiug that he 
had recently sold some property, and 
he wished to give tho Army one-tenth 
of the proceeds, as he felt that it 
belonged to the Lord. Enclosed in 
the letter was Bs. &0." 

The K^lvaticn Army is carrying on 
a splendid work among the nativa 
races in South Africa. The following 
extract relating to our work in British 
Eaffraria is instructive : - 
A Sympathetic Peopla. 

"At Tshoxa we lutve a splendid 
site, risrht i n th« raidst c-£ ilia native 
country, although within convenient 
reach oi liiug Williamatown. Ti.Q 
Chief, or Headman, of the Locution 
has promised to get his people lu 
assist in making »nd burning the 
brickB, so we shall be able to keep 
down expenses to the lowest possible 
point. The people themselves are all 
vci~ aiiitious tuat we slunild begin. 

"It may be interesting to note here 
that Tshoxa, the proposed site of the 
Training Institution, was, when we 
first -commenced oneritions there, a 
purely heathen Location. Both Head- 
man and people were classed as 
'reds,' being the name given to the 
raw heathen from the red blanket they 
carrj-, and tenaciously eling to as a 
sign that they are not C-hristinna. 
The whule Loeaiion is now under our 
influence. Tho red blanket is a 
thing ot tho past. The Headman nr..l 
most of his piwple are converted and 
enrolled as soldiers, and the Locatiun 
is generally looked upon as a strik- 
ing evidence of the power of Christ 
to iJi.-inge and regenerate ever, the 
CuiifuiLieu heathen. 

"1 am pleased to say, too, that the 
work in and around this district, is 
doing well. The success and influence 
of our work at Kidsdel and Tsolo ia 
admitted by all. The Headmen in 
both plaeJS are Salvationists. A 
short time ago tliey were compliment- 
ed by the authorities upon the man- 
ner in which they had performed the 
duties of their position, and the good 
order that prevailed upon the Loca- 
tions." - 

Good stories abound in this book. 
The following is token from an ae- 
count o< ov.r work in the Vi eat Indian 
Islands:— 
A Completed Contract. 

"A -.voiuaU was recently released 
from the prison here in Kingston 
who had served a twelve mouths' 
ters;. She exprespfid n desire to go 
io the Army Home, and the authori- 
ties occordingly handed her over. On 
the Saturday following, the mau with 
whom this girl bad been living for 
five yeare previously, came down to 
Kingston with the intention of claim- 
ing her. This was at first refused; 
but on Sunday night, at a meeting 
conducted by Ihe Colonel and Mrs. 
Lindsay, in the Kingston Men's 
Shelter, he professed conversion. We 
investigated the case, and found that 
he was a first-class blacksmith, in 
receipt of good v.ngcs, and was really 
anxious to make the woman his wiie, 
while she appeared to fully recipro- 
cate his affection. It wbb therefore 
arranged, at once that they should bo 
married, and in tha -■ presence of 
Colonel and Mrs. Lindsay, at the 
Headquarters, on the Monday morn- 
ing, they were redded by Kujor 
Clifford by speciui iieeime. They went 
back to Black River, and are now 
leadinc a pond life. One rather in- 
teresting fentura was the fact that, 
itb?ing fankHolidnv. the °hons wero 
shut, and it was impossible to pur- 
chase a wedding ring. Not to be done, 
however, Mrs.' Lindsay promptly took 
off her ring and "lent It for the oc- 
casion, so that thoro should be no 
hindrance 4o the completion of tho 
contract."

In 
one of these typical complete factories 
ninety pur Cent, of ail the many 
thousands of rough uncut diamonds 
received every yenr, come from South 
Afric-i, and tf.o=c principally from 
the De Beers mines at Kimberley.

Gp lifting Process. 

The first o! the three processes 
throsgh which, the rough, uncut di- 
amond has to pasa, ia that oi splitting 
the stone. Men are employed at this 
Work, which is all done by hand witii- 
oiii iiie aid of machinery. It is not a 
lengthy prucess, unless the stone enn- 
iaiss a great many news, lor an ordin- 
ary diamond, weighing nbout ten 
carats, can generally he cpiit in fifteen 
iiiinui^s. The object is to divide the 
rough, uncut diamond (containing 
flaws) into several pure, flawless 
atones, and in order to 5« Lhis, strong 
pressure is exerted on the weak spot^ 
(caused by flaws) by means of a dia- 
mond-tipped tool, which is held in the 
SiKut hand. It i^. tn old and well- 
recognized principal that 'nothing but 
a diamond will cut a diamond. In 
the left hand is held a curiousiy- 
ehaped little [ranie( into which "ill'; 
rough diamond to be split h.is been 
firmly waxed. 

Great pressure ia then used on the 
weak «pot, and in a lew moments the 
diamond splits into two portions. 
Should there be any more? flaws in 
either Ot ih^ae sections the process is 
repeated until several pure, rtau-k'ii 
ois-rricnde lis un iiie rough, wooden 
tables of the wnrlnTi-r: t rC sdv nuw tor 
ino second process, that of cuttintr. 
This procsss, like the first, is almost 
entirely rierfr.rrr.eu by hand, buii with 
One Ptri'King dineieilce— the work is 
by women and girls instead of men. 
Only on the case of very hard, diffi- 
cult stones ia rhaihiijciy nt'CiB^-ary.

The »^orV of diamond cutting is a 
aelicate and difficult task, very trying 
to the eyes, too, for Borne of tlie dia-

Tha Cutting Operation. 

The touis employed in diamond- 
cntti«£ sre very similar in appearance 
in those Employed in the nrst process, 
that of diamond-splitting. Irx both 
cases dijuTiouds are u&eu bs Knifes, 
after h?»-'!r,g beta firmiy waxed into 
the tip nf psai'-=hap=i! iocls. Tli- 
women hold in the left hand the dia- 
mond they wish to out, which has 
also been firmly waxed into a wooden 
frame. Litile jets of gas are always 
kept burning on the various tables, 
ready to be used at any moment when 
melted wax is necessary. 

The only real difference in the two 
processes of diamond-splitting and 
diamond-cutting lies in the fact that 
whereas the men who «i>lii th B dia- 
monds use pressure on one spot on!y 
(where the flaw occurs) the women 
Bpend their energies in rounding the 
nncie stone and carefully cutting off 
ail angles to be seen on its siir'aca 
by rikcaiio «al ihe sharp di^monua ihev 
hoid in tbnir risht fiaiida. UscasioQ- 
sily they have very large diamonds 
io cut. whi^h takes a gr^ai deal of 
time, but an ordinary alone weighing 
about tea carats, would take on an 
average a whole day's work — a day of 
eight hours. When the diamond has 
been Suulcieniiv cut a^vt rounded ii 
ia then ready for the third and last 
process, that ui polishing. This work 
requires a great deal ol time and 
skill, and is performed entirely by 
machinery, a huge steam-engine sup- 
plying the motive power £oi all the 
iron disks 

The process of diamond-polishing 
consists ir. giving to the rounded dia- 
monds, what arc termed in technical 
language, their necessary "sides." 
All diamonds are divided intn two 
classes, "bijliiants" and "roses," al- 
though the only real difference be- 
tween them lies in the number of 
"sides" they individually nnaMu= ^itcr 
having been polished in one of the 
many diamond factories.

This' little diflfc if 
theo ■-.% in motion by connecting^ it 
with the great engine on the ground 
floor, and the wheel immediately 
turns at the rate of 2,000 revolutions 
to the minute. As it revolves, the 
four diamonds set in the adjacent 
frame are gradually polished - by 
means oi the friction produced ou 
their surface, by the particles oi dia- 
mond dust in 'me oil iuto which they 
have been dipped. 

Only one jir--r*ion or u. diamond can 
be polished at once and consequently 
when thU part has been dealt with, 
the stone has to be re-soldered, so 
that another portion 5! its surface may 
b? subjected to the friction 01 the 
wheel. T!,ls process ui re-soldering 
iakes plfl?c sboaj tiv^niy times in the 
ease of every "brilliaut" bafore it can 
hs coiisidercd to bu thoroughly pol- 
ished end to Slave acquired all j.lo 
fifty-eight "sides." The "rose" dia- 
mond, with its smaller complement 
of twenty-lour "sides," needs to tse ro- ■ 
soldered onlv nboul six: times. 

Many celebrated diamonds have 
been cufi- and polished- in the factory 
described, among them the "Victoria, 
weighing four hundred carats, the 
"Mogul, 279 carats, and the "Kegent 
of France," now j n the Louvre. Tho 
great "Kohinoor" diamonH was ro^cst 
here, and, although it lost half its 
weight in the process, iia value was 
more than doubled,
